Washington, D. C., July 2—[Special.J—The 
hustling shop girl who rushes through an 
early breakfast in time to get Gown to the 
big department store without having a black 
mark against her on the ti eeper’s book 
naturally takes {t for granted that the woman 
who works works in a big city, and works 
within four walls. 

The stenographer, the teacher, the dress- 
maker, and the milliner, as well ae the ‘oper- 
ative in the factories and the mills, always 
agsociate work with a certain number of 
hours a day put in under a taskmaster known 
as a foreman or a superintendent. All of 
these women. forget, as most of us do, that 
there is to be counted upon still for women 
ae well as for men the primeval simplicity 
of a life out of doors where the woman her- 

gelf is her own mistreas or where she works 
= others out of sight of smoky chimneys 
and breathing the fresh, pure air of the 
eountry. | 

Agricultural Workers Numerous. 


Except for those engaged in personal and 
@omestic service the agricultural woman is 
still the most numerous of all the breadwin- 
neve. Out of a total of 4,833,680 female bread- 
winners, no less than 770,055 were directly 
engaged in agricultural pursuits. In other 
words, about 16 per cent of all the women 
it on the farm or in the

" roportion of about twelve to. one, but it {fs 
lll surprising that so many women should 
i1ave clung to the soil as a means of occupa- 
tion and that on the whole they are finan- 
clay successful. 

Furthermore, out of all those engaged in 
agricultural pursufts, the surprising num- 
ber of 307,706 are themselves classified as 
farmers, planters, an@ overseers, the pre- 
sumption being that they control the man- 
agement of the farm themselves and pay

The 
farm laborers are generally negroes, and 
they are concentrated in the south, but the 
farmer and planter, the woman who map-. 
ages a farm either by herself or with the 
assistance of others, is in three cases ouj 
of four a white woman with independent 
agpirations for the absolute control of her 
own home. Certain it is that the woman 
farmer like the man farmer may be, if she 


= chooses, absolutély independent of the rest 


of the world. 


Farm Woman American. 

In @ previous letter I had occasion to call 
attention to the laundresses of the country, 
because they represent an occupation which 
is mever sought after by young girls, which 
is monopolized largely by the married and 
the widowed, and which Is filled up with mid- 
dle aged a0 oli women. But the farmer’s 
life for woman is preéminently the occupa- 
tion for her who from force of circumstances 
has become the head of the family and who 
finds it necessary to engage in breadwinning 
for herself. 

The native Anierican woman has apparent- 
ly gone into farming as an occupation toa 
degree which is not generally understood. 
For instance, out of the total number of 307, - 
706 engaged as farmers, planters, and over- 
seers, it was Mound by the tabulation just 
e@encluded by the census authorities that 
179,448 were of native white parentage, so 
that.they coul@ fairly claim to have been 
born te the soll. where they worked. There 
ere scattered throughout the country a good 
meny farmers among the women who were 
matives of Germany, Ireland, Sweden, Eng- 
jend, Scotiand, and Canada, but the recent 
undesirable immigration element whieh has 
troubled so many people is still congested 
in the large cities, and the women farmers 
@mong the ItaHans, the Russians, the Poles, 
and the Slavs generally are extremely few. 
One-third of the foreign born farmers are 
Germans. The significant thing is that the 
woman farmer today is so jargely American 


‘fa her actual birth as well as in her instincts. 


Older Women in Farm Life. 

Quite the mot significant thing about the 
woman who Works a farm for: herself or 
manages it for another is the fact that in 
this occupation we are confronted with a 
eondition that the woman does not usually 
£0 into it until ghe has reached middle life, 
and that she stays in it longer than in any 


@ther occupation. Whether farming is con- | 


Gucive to old age or not is a thing which 
May be open to discussion, but it.is a fact 
that among the women who work farms, as 
Gistinguished from the farm laborers, the 
Percentage of those who are classed ag really 
aged, who are, for instance, over three score 
years, is far an@ away greater than for any 
Other occupation. 

Im farming alone can one find any appre- 
“elable number of women who are hard at 
Work over the age of 60. The laundresses 
are perhaps ne@rer to them, but it seems to 
be certainly true that the farm woman takes 
up the life from ‘necessity and not from 
choice, and probably succeeds to the work 
Where her hustand has died or become in- 
capacitated, 


Object Lesson in Figures. 

These figures gre so extremely instructive 
that they ought to be studied by the bread- 
winners in the cities, who asa rule go to 
work while they are still in their teens and 
leave the shop and the store either from 
¢hoice or from force of circumstances quite 
Generally rat they are 36.

The plans were drawn up at the persona) 
request of Mr. Belmont, it was said, and the 
franchise ordinance was drafted by a New 
York attorney named Perkine whom Mr. 
Belmont sent to Chicago. 

The local operating officiale of the street 
railway lines were ignorant of the plan until 
it Was published, and they received it with 
varying expressions of amazement and crit- 
icisrn. 

The Union Traction and Chicago City ral! 
way Officials declared they were not interest- 
ed in the undertaking. A. G. Wheeler; who 
promoted the Illinois Tunnel scheme, argued 
the tmpossibility of the plan, and Al. Fore- 
man, chairman of the city council's commit- 
tee on local transportation, took the stand 
that in whatever way the subway ts built the 
eity must retain paramount control. 


Mr. Nixon Is Enthusiastic. ri 


“ Tts possibilities are unlimited,”’ exclaimed 
Mr. Nixon. “ You talk of beautifying the 


‘elty.* What would make it more beautiful 


than this plan to remove all traffic to sub- 
ways, leaving the streets free for the pleas- 
ures of the people? Then al! the pipes and 
wires of the public service companies will 
be installed in the subway galleries and it 
will never be necessary to tear up the streets 
to make repairs. 

“ There will be double decked subDWays for 
street cars and subways for steam passen- 
ger and freight trains,” said Mr. Nixon. 
‘Then it is planned to take down theelevat- 
e@ railwaye and run their cars through the 
subways.” 

Mr. Nixon told how he behaaeb interested 
in the scheme fifteen years ago through Col. 


| died four 

while in New York seeking capital to finahce 
the undertaking. A son of the originator of } 
the plan, Shirlan D. Gookins, a rodman in the 
emiploy of the city, is associated with Mr. 
Niwon in reviving the company, which orig- 
inally was incorporated in 1896. 

The concern recently was reinstated with 
the original capita! of $15,000,000, divided into 
160,000 shares of stock. Of the original issue 
$14,999,600 of stock was held by William B. 
Roberts, the other four shares being assigned 
to W. H. Passmore, Preston Gants, George 
K. Kinney, and George M. Baumann. Mr. 
Nixon didn’t know who these persons were, 
but he was sure the stock had been returned 
to the treasury, whence it would be iseued 
and sold if the company should get a fran- 
chise. 

Other Plans to Be Considered. 

The Nixon pian is only one of many sub- 
way propositions that will be coneidered 
by the committee when it resumes work in 
the fall. The aldermen had previously 
planned to take up et that time Engineer 
Bion J. Arnold's plans for subways in con- 
nection with the street railway rehabilita- 
tion. 

Referring to the Chicago Subway, perry 
and Traction company’s application for a 
franchise, Ald. Foreman said: 

“This proposition has been made to the 
city. many times, and it is one of many plans 
to be considered in dealing with future trans- 
portation problems. The rights to use the 
space beneath the streets constitute the most 
valuable assets the city has, and in'my opin- 
jon the city should always retain @ntrol of 
them. There is nothing more sure than that 
every strect and sidewalk in the city some 
day will have its underground counterpart. 

“When the charter is adopted the city 
will be enabled to finance the construction 
of subways by bond issues. The compen- 
sation from the gas. electric, telephone, and 
similar companies having conduits in the 
tunnele would more than pay the mainte- 
nance of the subwaye and the interest on the 
bonds. 

“The right to operate cars in those sub- 
ways will be the most valuable privilege the 
city can grant, and it should be carefully 
safeguarded and proper compensation de- 
rived therefor. The city may undertake the 
construction of the underground system alone 
or in partnership with private capital, but 
in all cases the city should retain. tithe and 
entire control.” 

Views of Traction Men. 

Street railway people were disposed to be 
skeptical of the success of the subway plan, 
even if it gets the franchise the company is 
asking for. They made the point it would be 
impossible now to finance such a proposition, 
that they would not have to put their cars 
into it if they did not want to, and at pres- 
ent they do not want to. and it would bea 
long number of years before any independ- 
ent lines running in expensive subways could 
be made to pay. It was hinted also that for 
the city to grant any such franchise would 
be a case of bad faith when the traction com- 
panies already have obligated themselves to 
enter into partnership with the city to help 
build subways for it when it is found neces- 
gary. 

‘*‘J am afraid the necessary money would 
not be as readily forthcoming as the pro- 
moters of the proposed subway assert,’’ re- 
marked President Mitten of the Chicago 
City company. ‘“‘ Anyhow, while we are 
selling our bonds without trouble, yet there 
is no wild rush for them, and we have a gilt 
edged security.”’ 

Wheeler Thinks Plan Visionary. 

A. G. Wheeler, who promoted the Lllinois 
Tunnel company, said the ordinance, even if 
secured, would be valueless.

as Chicago,” he added. ‘‘ Its business area, 
in which all the subways must center, is the 
mést congested in the world, and its residen- 
tial area proportionately the most scattered.

Will J. Davis, George W. Lederer, 
and Wives Also in Car. 


HITS HOLE; TURNS TURTLE. 


Mrs- Lederer Painfully Hurt; Rest Es- 
cape with a Few Scratches. 


Evansville, Ind., July 2.—[Special.j—An 
automobile in which were riding Joseph 
Leiter and a party consisting of. Will J. 
Davis, manager of the Illinois theater, and 
George W. Lederer, manager of the Colonial 
theater, and their wives, all of Chicago, 
turned turtle on a country road near Cannel- 
ton, Ind., today. 

Mrs. Lederer was caught under the ma- 
chine and painfully injured. Her left arm 
was badly bruised and lacerated. However, 
on being released, she was able to walk away 
from the car. 

The chauffeur was caught under the seat 
and his foot mashed. Davis was thrown over 
the branches of a tree, but his injuries were 
not serious.

New Jersey Court Says Condition 
Outlives Service Period. 


AMERICAN CAN CO. MUST PAY 


Vulean Detinning Concern Wins on 
Every Point in Controversy. 


New York, July 2.—[Spectal.}—In a decision 
handed down today, reversing the lower 
court in the case of the Vulcan Detinning 
company against the American Can com- 
pany, the Court of Errors and Appeals of 
New Jersey has carried the principle of the 
responsibility of an employé to keep inviolate 
the secrets of his employer one step farther 
than it ever has gone before in the eyes of 
the law, making the responsibility involun- 
tarily extend to whosoever hires away the 
possessors of private knowledge. 

The Htigation just decided extended over 
a number of years and arose out of the use 
by the American Can company of @ process 
of separating and recovering tin and steel 
from tin cans and waste scrap which the Vul- 
can Detinning company claimed to own. 

The Vulcan Detinning company was or- 
ganized here about ten years ago by Joseph 


secret process which had been purchased in 
Holland. 


Hires Men Who Know Secret. 

The company made large profits from the 
first and a year or two after the organization, 
the American, Can company, whose scrap 
tin the Vulcan company purchased, the pres- 
ident of the former company began the in- 


former superintendents of the Vulcan com- 
pany and another of its employés, who had 
become thoroughly familiar with its pro- 
cesses. 

This officer of the American Can company 
formerly had been intimately associated 
with the executive management of the Vul- 
can company, and was acquainted with the 
process, but had resigned from the Vulcan 
company and sold his stock. 

The Vulcan company applied to Vice Chan- 
cellor Reed of New Jersey for a temporary 
injunction, which was granted. Immediate- 
ly both sides began gettingready for a trial of 
the case on its merits. The first trial lasted 
nearly ‘thirty days. The Vulcan company 
appealed from the decision, which was ad- 
verse. 

Must Pay Profits to Rival. 

By the decision handed down today the 
Vulcan company is sustained on every point. 
The New Jersey court, in its finding, holds 
that former employés of the Vulcan com- 
pany who received knowledge of the secret 
process in confidence became its trustees, 
with all the duties and obligations of such 
pcsition. 

The American Can company is not only 
permanently enjoined from proceeding with 
itg detinning operations but is ordered to ac- 
eount to its rivai for all the profits it made 
out of the detinning plants up to date. 


HOT TEMPERED HAVE EXCUSE; 
CAN BLAME STRAWBERRIES. 


London Hygienists Find New Disease 
—Persons Who Eat Fruit Grow 
Sulky—Women Chief Victims. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, July 2.—Hygienists who delight 
in raising alarms against popular foods now 
are tilting against strawberries. These are 
accused of having a bad effect on the tempers 
of their eaters, who, it is alleged, become 
sulky and irritable after eating them. 

Women are said to be particularly suscep- 
tible in this respect. Some of them will eat 
a pound or more of strawberries at a time 
and then become so morose that people are 
glad to avoid them. The fact is they are 
suffering from the strawberry disease, and do 
not know it. The symptoms are a slight dizzi- 
ness, a desire to be alone, and intolerance of 
being questioned. 

The trouble is ascribed to the strawberry 
acids, which cream does not modify. - 

Bustace Miles, the tennis player and vege- 
tarian dietist, confirms the danger from 
strawberries. He says they contain three 
acids—phosphoric, sulphuric, and salicic, and 
believes the last causes all the trouble.

Vincennes Man Thinks Aged Neigh- 
bor Caused Death of His Child

Vincennes, Ind., July 2.—[{S8pecial.}—Be- 
lieving that the death of his 2 year old son 
was caused by witchcraft, and that other 
members of his family are in danger, John 
Paris has instituted proceedings to place 

“Mag” Gilmore, aged 70, under a surety 
peace bond. 

Some weeks ago @ chicken belonging to the 
women is alleged to have been injured by 
one of Paris’ children. ‘' If that chicken dies, 
one of your children dfes,"’ is said to have 
been the remark of the aged woman. 

The chicken died, and yesterday the son of

Robert Dougall Falls Dying: in 
‘Roller Rink at Riverview. 


WAS VICTIM OF THE CRAZE. 


Seemingly in Vigorous Health; Expires 
on Way to Hospital. | 


Collapsing while enjoying himself with full 
vigor at roller skating, Robert P. Dougall, 
whose home is at 47 Cedar atreet, fell dying 
on the floor of the rink at Riverview park 
shortly before midnight last evening. 

As he was seen to swerve and fall the other 
skaters and the rink attendants hurried to his 
side. He was seen to be unconscious and in 
a critical condition. An ambulance was has- 
tily summoned and dashed off at high speed 
for a hospital, but on the way Mr. Dougall 
died. 

He was an ardent devotee of roller skating 
and his friends ascribe his death to “ roller 
skating disease,” as they call it. 

Skating Merrily Till Stricken. 

Up to the time he fell unconscious Mr. 
Dougall had given no sign of any illness. He 
was whirling about the rink with all the zest 
that the exhilarating sport arouses. He 
was a young man, 37 years old, and ap- 
peared as vivacious and vigorous as any of 
the pleasure seekera that thronged the 
resort. ; 

After hig death was announced most of 
the people in the rink took off their skates 
and went home. 

The body was taken to Klaner’s morgyve, 
569 North Clark street. From ae superficia? 
examination last night KX was not determined 
whether the death was from heart disease or 
from concussion of the brain caused by the 
fall. There was no evidence of any bruise 
on the head, however, and heart failure is} 
thought to h&ve beer the cause. 


Leaves Brothers and Sisters. 

Mr. Dougall was a son of the late Thomas 
Dougall, a soap mantfacturer. He resided 
in the Cedar street house with his brother-in- 
law, David Wylie, his brothers, William and 
John Dougall, and his sisters, Jane and Helen 
Dougall. 

William Dougall is a clerk in the office of 
the board of review. 

The family say Robert enjoyed perfect 
health, and, as far aa they knew, never was 
affected with heart disease.

“5s | BANKER | EXPOSES — 


Tells of Secret Agreement by 
Rival Papers to Prevent 
Sales of “The Tribune.” 


OFFER IS MADE ORALLY. 


More Light Thrown on Conspir- 
acy of Publishers to Raise 
Prices to Public. 


Confirmation of the dark and devious meth- 
ods of the conspiracy by four newspapers 
of Chicago to injure the business of Tue 


dealer who would not refuse to handle THE 
TRIBUNE came from an unexpected source 
yesterday. 

A Belvidere banker, just before the ‘close 
of the day's session of Municipal Judge 
Fake’s court, told of one of a series of se- 
cret. agreements by representatives of the 
Examiner, American, Record-Herald, and 
Daily News. 

This agreement, so flagrantly and palpably 
in violation of the law that its makers feared 
to put it in writing, was witnessed by Omar 
H. Wrigpt, president of the Second National 
bank of Belvidere, Il. 

The evidence cams with all the force of a 
cannon cracker explosion in a premature 
Fourth of July celebration. It had the same 
demoralizing and scattering effect upon the 
representatives of the four newspapers, who 
are on trial for conspiracy, and their small 
army of attorneys. 

The agreement that Mr. Wright had wit- 
nessed was between agents of the Daily 
News and a man named Kilyla, who had 
been engaged to act as agent in Belvidere 
for the Examiner, Record-Herald, Daily 
News, and American. 


Verbal Contract Is Made. 


The Daily News guaranteed Mr. Kilyla $15 
a wetk.for so long a period as he would re- 
frain from handling THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 
The moment he sold a copy of Tue TRIBUNE 
the contract wag to be terminated by the 
newspaper trust and Mr. Kilyla would not 
only lose his $15 a week bonus but would be 
placed on the newspaper blacklist along with 
Other newsdealers who handied Tue 
TRIBUNE. 

“ Mr. Kilyla came into my bank on May 29,” 
the banker testified. ‘‘ He was accompanied 
by Mr. Inman, circulation manager of the 
Chicago Daily News, and Mr. Neltnor, one 
of the circulation agents of that newspaper. 

‘The three told me they had come in to 
ask me to be a witness to a verbal contract. 
Mr. Inman explained that they wanted to 
employ Mr. Kilyla to represent the Daily 
News, the American, the Record-Herald, and 
the Chicago Examiner. Thecontract, begin- 
ning June 1, was to be for six months, or 
until such time as Mr. Kilyla ever acted as 
agent for Tae CHICAGO TRIBUNE, when it was 
to be terminated. He was to receive $15 a 
week during its duration, In additon to his 
regular commissions for the sale of the four 
newspapers mentioned. 


Banker’s Testimony Unshaken. 


“T’ thought this looked strange and asked 
Mr. Inman why it was not reduced to writ- 
ing. He replied that it was not their prac- 
tice to put such contracts In writing. 

“JI then asked Mr. Inman whether the 
four newspapers were to join in paying the 
$15 to Mr. Kilyla. He said no, that the Daily 
News would pay the money an@ that ft would 
make whatever settlement there was to be 
made with the other newspapers.”’ 

Walter L. Fisher, chief counsel for the 
defense, made an ineffectual effort in the 
cross examination to show that Mr. Wright 
bad misunderstood the conversation. 

“No,” replied Mr. Wright, ‘‘I remember 
what was said. Mr. Inman did most of the 
talking and I have given you thesubstance.”’ 

Mr. Wright's testimony is simply confirm- 
ative of the stories related by several news- 
dealers in which they described contracts 
made, chiefly by the Examiner, in which 
agents were paid sums ranging from $12 to 
$20 a week for agreeing to “ditch’’ Tue 
TRIBUNB. 


Evidence Given by Newsdealers. 

Further evidence of the conspiracy was 
given by two of the newsdealer complain- 
ants. They. were John R. McIntyre of Dan- 
ville and Elliott O. Andrews of Belvidere. 
Mr. Andrews is the agent who was put out 
of business by the contract entered into 
by the Daily News with Mr. Kilyla. 

Mr. McIntyre told of a telephone conversa- 
tion on May 10 with Mr. McDonald, one of 
the circulation agents of the Examiner. 

* We want you to ditch THe Trisunp,”’ 
McDonald said. “Can you do it Sunday? 
Order extra Examiners and Record-Heralds 
and deliver them to THe TRIBUNE sub- 
scribers.”’ 

The next day a man-named Potter, also 
from the Examiner, called with a contract. 
McIntyre put it in his pocket and said he'd 
think it over. He had an interview two 
days later with Mr. Buettner, a traveling 
representative of THE TRIBUNE, and said 
to him, after he had been promised a reim- 
bursing. contract: 

“I’m an American citizen. 
rights. I’m not going to ditch Tum Trisung 
or any other paper. If they don’t like it 
I'll resign from the other papers.”’ 


Threat to Destroy Business. 


On May 15, before McIntyre turned over 
his lists of subscribers to the four papers 
in the trust, Max Annenberg, circulation 
manager for the American, said to him: 

‘“‘Mac, what made you flop over? Don’t 
you know the Record-Herald will pull away? 
We'll pull away afd so will the Examiner 
and the Daily News. I’m sorry for you. 
We can put you out of business. Your career 
as a newsdealer is short.”’ 

McIntyre gave a graphic account of a 
fight at a meeting of newsdealers at the 
Great Northern hotel on May 2». 

‘“]T saw Sidney Gorham struck down,”’ 
said he, ‘‘ and Andrews, a Joliet newsdealer, 
got a clip behind the ear. I saw Annenberg 
throw Browne out of the chair and I looked 
for a fire escape.” 

The fight occurred when Annenberg was 
politely requested to leave the meeting with 
other newspaper representatives. 

In the cross-examination it was developed 
that Landstrom, a circulation agent for the 
Record-Herald, told McIntyre he wanted 
him to ‘‘ditch’’ THs TRIBUNE. That was 
early in May. 

The defense brought out in the cross-ex- 
amination the fact that THe Trisung had 
paid McIntyre $425 and considered this a 
damaging admission by a prosecuting wit- 
ness. 

The force of this admission was lost, how- 
ever, when it developed that the money 
had been paid to McIntyre for the disruption 
of his business, which he had bought but 
two months before from a man hamed 
Reynolds. Reynolds was employed by the 
four newspapers in the combination with 
the understanding that he would not gell 
THE TRIBUNE. He got his business back 
without paying a cent for it. What was 
McIntyre’s loss was his gain. 


Meetings of the Conspirators. 


Newsdealer Andrews told of a meeting in 
the’ Record-Herald’s office and another in 
the Examiner’s office in which he was told

DIAIKE OVER; WORK GONE 


FEW MEN WILL BE TAKEN BACK 
NOW. AT SHIPYARD. 


Boilermakers and Iron Shipbuilders 
at South Chicago Vote to Return to 
Labor, but Find Little to Do for 
the Pregent—Contracts Diverted to 
Another Plant Where There. Was 
No Trouble—Struggle Lasted Six- 
teen Weeks. 


After nearly sixteen weeks of strike the 
members of the Boilermakers and Iron Ship- 
builders’ union at South Chicago have given 
up the struggle with the Chicago Shipbuild- 
ing company on the Calumet. The decision 
was reached yesterday morning after an all 
night session of the union. The fact that 
the original strike, with which this was in 
sympathy, has failed at all lake ports was 
a potent argument. 

The men voted to return to work, but few 
of them, it appears, will find any work to 
return to, at least for the present. Two 
thousand men walked out when the strike 
was called, and of these not more than 500 
or @00 will be taken back at once. 


Diverted to Other Yards. 

This is not because the company has filled 
their places or will discriminate against its 
former employés. Simply the work that was 
under contract at the time of the walkout has 
been diverted to another shipyard, where 
there was no trouble. 

Five beats were under construction when 
the workmen quit. Now the only work re- 


‘maining is on one steamer, which can be 


made ready for launching in a month. 

Another boat, which was nearly completed 
when work stopped, was towed to Bay City 
and finished there. Two others had been 
started. Their frameworks were taken down 
and shipped away, also to Bay City. The 
material for a fourth, which was om the 
ground ready to be assembled, was packed 
up and sent off. 


Peace at All Lake Yards. 

The South Chicago strike was called in 
sympathy with the strike of shipyardmen 
at plants of the American Shipbuilding com- 
pany along Lake Erie, but has outlasted all 
of them, and the calling off of the strike re- 
stores peace at all the lake yards. The 
Cleveland union held out the longest, except 
the South Chicagoans, but gave up the fight 
on Tuesday.

FROM THE RAILS. 


Passengers in Scramble for 
Doors as Wheels Bump 
the Ties. 


LOOP TRAFFIC TIED UP. 


‘Wreck Occurs Just at Homego-. 


ing Hour and Delays Thon- 
sands of Passengers. 


Thousands of passengers on ‘the elevated 
railroads were delayed in reaching their 
homes last night when a Logan Square train 
of the Metropolitan railroad jumped the track 
at Wabash avenue and Jackson boulevard 
and completely tied up traffic on all lines for 
a time. It was not until “ shuttle trains” 
Were ordered to the scene that the South Side 
“L” resumed business. 

The accident occured about 5 o'clock, just 
as the thousands of homebound citizens were 
flocking to the stations on the loop. The Lo- 
gan Square train of five cars had rounded the 
curve at Van Buren street, when the third 
coach jumped the tracks and dragged along 
the ties. The noise of the tearing timbers 
were heard among the passengers in every 
coach and a rush was made for the doorways. 
In the excitement that followed several 
persons were crowded to the walls and suf- 
fered slight bruises. 

“ There is little danger,” shouted the motor- 
man, as he applied the brakes and leaped 
from his position. 


Girls Try to Jump. 

Despite his warning the throngs of shop 
girls who crowded the long train sprang 
for the doorways, but they were held in 
check by the male passengers. 

“I'm going to walk to the next station, 
anyway,’ shouted one girl as she opened 
the gate and leaped to the narrow platform 
bordered by the deadly third rail. 

An instant later and she was followed by a 
long line of Passengers, who feared being 
tied up on the structure for hours. Other 
passengers were taken to stations along the 
route by the two front cars, which were 
unhitched and started north. 


Traffic on All Lines Delayed. 


The wreck cut short the traffic on all other 
Mnes during the rush hours and was not 
relieved to any extent until after 8 o’clock. 
By switching the loop trains around th¢ 
wreck on the tracks of the Northwestern an@ 
the icago and Oak Park tracks,the Metro- 
polit®n and south side lines werefable to con- 
tinue operations on a limited scale... 

Crowds of persons who had paid their fares 
stood on the platforms of the many stations 
on the loop and waited for trains to take 
them home. Hundreds left the loop'stations 
and sought transportation elsewhere. 

It is thought that the accident was caused 
by the giving way of a brakebeam, which re- 
leased a steel shoe on the tracks, causing the 
wheels to leap tothe ties. A long splinter was 
torn from the frame border that guards the 
tracks, and had the train not been stopped 
quickly: it would probably have plunged to the 
street.

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GHICAGO NERDS BIG HATS. 


DEALERS REFUTE ENGLISHMAN’S 
IDEA OF HEAD SHRINKAGE. 


Demand for Roomy Brain Boxes Is 
Greater Here than in the East, Ac- 
cording to Those Familiar with the 
Trade—Mayor Busse Requires a 
75%, but Remains Modest—Dr. E. 
J. Senn Points to Old Armors as 
Tee Small for Men of Today. 


“Is the average mental capacity of Chi- 
cago men getting smaller?’ 

‘No; getting larger.” 

The above question was suggested yester- 
day by the fact that Sir James Barr, presi- 
dent of the Liverpool Medical society, star- 
tled Johnny Bull's kingdom by declaring 
that the average size of Dnglishmen’'s heads 
was decreasing. 

Sir James reached out past the scientific 
field in arriving at his interesting conclusion. 
He said a hat manufacturer told him the 
average size of hats reqtiired by the English- 
men is smaller than it used to be. 

As applied to the size of the mental lock- 
ers of Chicagoams, the above answer is that 
of a number of Chicago hat dealers. 

Scientifically speaking, the theory of the 
hat dealers was not borne out, but according 
to Sir James, hats speak better than doctors. 
To Chicago doctors the subject seemed too 
weighty to handle offhand. 

It must be borne in mind that there is a 
marked distinction between “ big head,”’ 
figuratively used, and big head as a physical 
fact. The doctors and the hat makers of 
Chicago agreed that there are both kinds of 
big heads here. 


Busse Modest Over Big Head. 

For strong, roomy brain boxes, Mayor 
Busse starts off with a good sample. He 
wears a 7% hat, and hasn’t any hair 
to brag about, either. Mayor Busse was 
asked if it was advantageous to have a big 
head. 
**Tt’s not especially a sign of great knowl- 
edge."’ said the mayor modestly, ‘* but this 
little verse always appealed to me: 

Big heads, little wit, 

lAttle heade not a bit. 
“The theory is that at best men only 
have a little, and that’s better than none at 
all.”’ 
Mayor Busse’s hatter is authority for the 
statement that the mayor’s head has not in- 
creased in size since he became mayor. 
One of the authorities for the assertion that 
Chicago men’s heads are bigger—a physical 
fact—than they used to be is W. H. Dumble, 
manager of one of the largest hatteries-in 
State street. 

‘* Yes, they’re- getting larger,’’ he said. 
‘**We have a far greater call for the ex- 
tremely large sizes than we used to have. 
For instance, recently we sold three 7% 
sized hats in one day. That's the largest 
size hat we handle in’retal!l. Ordinarily 


-we sell one or two hats that size in a week. 


The average size hat we sell today is 7% 
Three years ago it was an even 7. 

Mr. Dumble was a salesman in a retail hat 
store in Broadway, New York, twenty years 
before he came to Chicago five years ago. 

“It has been brought quite prominently to 
my notice that the heads of western men are 
larger than those in the east. Surely that’s 
a fair argument that the Chicago man has 
more brains.” ! 


Must Have Hats Made to Fit. 


There are men who can’t buy hats ready 
made big enough to fit them. E. C. Hegler 
of La Salle, Ill., wears a 8% size. A hat 
eompany for several years has been fur- 
nishing Mr. Hegler with hats which have to 
be made to order. 

Two wearers of 7% sized hats are 
G. L. Brown, manager of a millinery con- 
cern at 32 Washington street, and James B. 
Forgan. 

Sir Jamés Barr, however, should not de- 
spair. A theory for the diminution in size 
of hats for his British fellowmen wessprung 
by a Chicago dealer yesterday. C. A. Pren- 
ties, head salesman for a hat store, claims the 
eminent physician probably overlooked the 
fact that style has something to do with It.

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TEXAS TO BAR CONSUMPTIVES: 
DYING PATIENTS ARE EJECTED. 


State May Establish Quarantine—Per- 
sons Thrown Out of San Antonio Hos- 
pitalin Last Stages of Disease. 


Fort Worth, Tex., July 2.—[Special. ]—Fol- 
lowing the action of health officers in several 
Texas cities in debarring tuberculosis pa- 
tients from the city hospitals comes the an- 
neuncement that State Health Officer Brum- 
by will in a few days issue a proclamation 
effectually quarantining the entire state of 
Texas against consumptives in the advanced 
stages of the disease. 

There are thousands of people who come 
to Texas annwally in the various stages of 
consumption in the hope of receiving benefit, 
and tuberculosis sanitariums have been es- 
tablished in various portions of the state.

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FEARS FOR LIFE SAVINGS. 


OCTOGENARIAN, SICK IN HOSPI- 
TAL, AROUSES COURT INTEREST. 


Harwell WN. Philbrick ‘Tells Judge 
Newcomer He May Have Signed 
Away His Little Fortune , While 
Suffering with Illness to pz Man 
Who Had Shown Friendly Inter- 
est in Him—Wishes Property to Go 
to His Relatives in Maine. 


Near to death and tortured with ea realiza- 
tion that his faculties are deserting him, Har- 
well N. Philbrick, 78 years old, a patient 
at the Alexian Brothers’ hospital, has sud- 
denly been brought face to face with the 
fact that the little fortune he amassed 
through @ hard struggle with life ts likely 
to go to strangers. On theorderof Municipal 
Judge Newcomer, Assistant District Attor- 
ney Clifford C. Roe visited the aged: man yes- 
terday afternoon, and listened to his story. 
Because Philbrick is in a measure a ward 
of Judge Newcomer’s court, the court has 
interested itself in the case. 


Familiar Figure on Street. 
Philbrick came to Chicago from Kennebec 
county, Me., in 1854, and engaged in various 


_ enterprises until twelve years ago, when, 
broken in health and entirely with out funds, 


he was compelled to sell newspapers on the 
street. He secured the stand at Lake street 
and Fifthavenue, and until last February was 
a familiar figure on the corner. Atthat time 
he was badly frozen, and since then he has 
done no work, spending the greater part of 
his time in the lodging house district of South 
Clark street. 

But while Philbrick, who ie well educated 
and of good family, was ableto work, he was 
frugal, and he had nearly $2,500 in bank when 
he was compelled to give up. 

On June 14 the old man was arrested and 
taken to thé Harrison street police station on 
a charge of being intoxicated. He was held 
there until June 17, when M. J. Quinn, a 
clerk in the Hudson house, 308 Clark street, 
appeared for him. He said the old man was 
id and needed better attention than could 
be obtained in the jail hospital. He posted a 
$200 cash bond for Philbrick, and took him 
to the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

When the case was called Quinn again ap- 
peared. He said Philbrick was about to die 
and asked to have the casedismissed. Judge 
Newcomer questioned the man at length, 
learned that Philbrick, was possessed of 
some money and had made @ will. The court 
immediately continued the case to July: 12, 
and then ordered Mr. Roe to make an investi- 


gation. 

Story Told by Philbrick. 
Philbrick said he had known Quinn fora 
few months only. Philbrick said he still had 
$1,700 in the Illinois Trust and Savings bank, 
but he had paid Quinn $600 for his board and 
ad since he had quit work four months 


és : The first day I got ania ” said Philbrick, 
“he brought'me a paper and said I should 
sign it. I signed it, whatever it was. It 
might have been a will. But I don’t want 
Quinn to have my money—lI'm not going to 
die, but if I should there are other friends— 
and relatives back in Maine, relatives I 
haven't seen for fifty years.” 

Mr. Roe will report the result of his in- 
vestigations today to Judge Newcomer, and 
the case probably will be gone into further. 
Physicians at the hospital regard Philbrick’s 
condition as critical. 

*“‘I’m not bothering at what Philbrick 
says,’’ said Quinn. “I’ve been out to see 
him twenty-five times, I guess, but that’s all 
there is to it.”

MOVING TO CITY. 


Leaders Will Urge Operators 
at Sunday Meeting to 
Go on Strike. 


WESTERN UNION IS FIRM. 


Refuses to Talk with Committee 
on ‘**Main Case’’; Business 
on Coast Normal. 


Another step towards a strike of telegraph 
operators in Chicago was taken yesterday 
when the executive board of the local union 
voted to recommend strike action to the 
massemeeting which will be held Sunday. It 
is not probable a walkout will occur before 
then. 

There were several reasons during the day 
for believing that the strike center rapidly 
is shifting to Chicago. One was the an- 
nouncement that the national executive com- 
mittee, which has been in session in New 
York, will meet here some time this week. It 
was said that the committee practically has 
given up hope of affecting a peaceable set- 
tlement through governmental intervention. 

According to the present plan of leaders, 
the executive committee will be ready to go 
into session here as soon as the massmeet- 
ing on Sunday has been concluded. Should 


a strike vote prevail in the meeting, the 
committee will at once take charge of the. 


details of the fight, and a strike may be 
started immediately. 


Small Has Power to Act. 

Tt was said that President Small, however, 
has power to order a strike in Chicago be- 
fore Sunday in case an emergency arises. 
At: the last meeting of the Chicago local he 
was vested with that authority, but through 
some oversight was not officially informed. 
Yesterday the executive board of the local 
notified Small in San Francisco of their ac- 
tion. He responded by approving the at- 
titude of the Chicago operators. 

“ As matters stand,’ said Chairman Moore 
of the executive board, “ President Small 
may order a strike in Chicago at any time. 
If he does not do so before next Sunday, 
however, the union will take another strike 
vote, simply as a matter of formality.” 

The refusal of the Western Union officials 
to meet a committee to discuss the discharge 
of Operator William Main continued to be 
the principal cause of the strike “ fever.”’ 
In addition, several complaints were brought 
by employés of the Postal, which was 
charged with discriminating against union 
operators. These will be considered at.Sun- 
day’s massmeeting. 


Storm Center Moving Near. . 


General Secretary Russell, in charge of the 
national union headquarters, predicted that 
the strike will be *‘ hot ”’ in the neighborhood 
of Chicago within a few days. Mr. Russell 
said that either Kangas City, St. Louis, or 
Chicago would be selected for the next attack. 

At the offices of the Western Union-and 
Postal companies no statements were given 
out during the day. General Superintendent 
Cook of the former compapy refused to dis- 
cuss the threat of the Chicago operators to 
strike. Nevertheless it was as@erted that the 
Western Union was preparing for trouble. 
At the Postal offices it was said the strike 
menace was being ignored. 


Frisco Ban Is Lifted. 

Col. Clowry, president of the Western 
Union, yesterday sent out from New York 
the following telegram to all general super- 
intendente af the company: 

The notices to accept business for San Francisco 
and Oakland subject to delay is hereby withdrawn. 
Gen. Supt. Jaynes reports that the business at 
fan Francisco and Oakland is moving without de- 
lay—that ten out of thirteen branch offices have 
been reopened, and that nine of the strikers have 
been reinstated upon their individual applica- 


tions. 
Work Hard for Peace. 


The situation ig being keenly watched by 
merchants and others in New York, where 
strong efforts are being made to avert a 
general strike. Conservative members of the 
operators’ union think the San Francisco 
trouble can be amicably settled and believe 
if this is done the nine men discharged from 
the New York office will be reinstated. 

United States Labor Commissioner Neill, 
during his interview with Col.. Clowry on 
Monday, was aseured that the Western 
Union would live up to its promises to the 
commissioner. The Western. Union, how- 
ever, feels that the calling of the San Fran- 
cleco strike was in violation of the spirit of 
the letter from the telegraphers’ executive 
committee. 

M. J. Reidy, the Boston member of the ex- 
ecutive body, left New York for Chicago last 
night. He is a “conservative”? and wild 
use his influence to prevent a strike here. 

Konenkamp Goes to See Neill. 

Deputy President Konenkamp of the oper- 
ators’ union left New York last night for 
Washington, where he will see Commissioner 
Neill. His mission was Kept secret. 

Strike assessments, in large sums, are pour- 
ing into the operators’ coffers. 


BOULEVARD PLAN IS DROPPED. 


Ordinance to Improve Rinn Street Re- 
scinded by Evanston Council at Re- 
quest of Residents. 


Evanston’s city council last night repealed 
the ordinance passed last January providing 
for the boulevarding of HRinn street, which 
connects Sheridan and Ridge roads in the 
southern part of the city.

Heavy Increases in Personality Also 
Reported—J. Ogden Armour’s Fig- 
ure Advanced to $200,000, Samuel 
Allerton’s to $181,106—Field and 
Palmer Estates Have Reduced Fig- 
wres Because of Distribution of 
Property “to Heirs.

An estimated gain of more than $100,000,000 
in. real estate values in Coek county was 
stated by one of the assessors yesterday. as 
the. probable result of the quadrennial re- 
valuation of @ll the real estate in Cook 
county. 

The land.and buildings in Chicago and the 
county last year were valued by the assessors 
at $1,650,600,000. If the estimate of this 
year’s values is COrrect, the total real es- 
tate valuations in Cook county for the next 
four years ought to approximate $1,750,000,- 
000. 


Personal Property Valuations. 

Heavy gains in ‘personal property valuation 
also have been made by the assessors,  Per- 
sonal property subject to taxation by the 
county assessors was placed at $500,000,000 
last, year. That figure was reduced by the 
board of review to $466,000,000. 

According to the assessors’ figures J, Ogden. 
Armour’s personal ‘property valu&tion has 
increased from $189,000 last year to $200,000 
this year. Samuel Allerton's personalty last 


year was placed at $176,256. This year the 


assessors have raised this figure to $181,106. 
Franklin MacVeagh’'s personal property 
has increased in value from $25,000 last year 
to $35,000 this rear. Bryan Lathrop’s per- 
sonal property has increased since last year 
by $8,960. Last year his personal property: 
valuation was $50,000. This year it is placed 
at $58,960. One of the heaviest increases in 
personal property valuations is that of James 
B. Forgan. Mr. Forgan’s personalty has in- 


creased from $7,500 last year to $25,000 this |. yan 


year. 

The personal property valuation of Mar- 
shall Field & Co. has been increased from 
$5,248,400 last year to $5,350,000 this year. 
This includes both downtown stores. The 
west side warghouse personal property valua- 
tion has been raised from $600,000 to $650,000, 


_ Reduction on Vast Estates. 

An exception to the general rule of in- 
crease is shown by the personal property 
valuation of the Marshall Field and Potter 
Palmer estates, both of which have been 
reduced greatly. The shrinkage in the Mar- 
shall Field estate amouts to $4,160,275, from 
@ tgtal valuation last year of $17,500,000. Dis- 
tribution of the estate among the heirs is 
given as the cause. 

In the personal property revaluation of 
the Potter Palmer estate a decrease is shown 
aoe $376,466. This year the valuation is $764,- 
428. 

Among the stockyards packing concerns 
the S. & 8S. company’s personal property 
valuation shows the greatest increase. Its 
valuation has been raised from $440,000 last 
year to $1,250,000 this year. 


CHICAGO TO HONOR SHERIDAN 
WITH A $75,000 MONUMENT. 


Association Behind Movement Files Ar- 
ticles of Incorporation—Big Meeting 
. to Be Held to Perfect Organization. 


The Phil Sheridan Monument association, 
to be organized with the direct purpose of 
building a $75,000 monument and statue of 
the famous civil war general, was incorpor- 
ated yesterday at Springfield. As soon as 
the papers arrive, a meeting will be called at 
which the organization will be perfected by 
the election of officers. 

The movement which thus far has been one 
within the Irish Fellowship club, has been 
on foot for some time.

More than $1,000,000 in 
Six Months, 


DISCIPLINE WAS UPSET. 


Effect of Dunne Administration 
Agitation Shown in Insur- 
ance Report. 


Fire losses in 
months of 1907 hawWe been greater by $1,106,- 
944 than for the corresponding period last 
year. The total losses for the six months 
just ended amount to $3,512,788, while the 
total losses for the six months ended June 
80, 1906, were $2,405,844. 

This is the condition shown by the report 
issued. yesterday by the fire insurance patrol 
committee of the Chicago Board of Under- 
writers, 


half of this year are regarded by insurance 
men as an echo of the demoralized conditions 
in the Chicago fire department due to the 
“two platoon” agitation, and other disor- 
ganizing elements rampant during the last 
few months of the Dunne administration. 


Comparison Made by Months. 

The following table shows the losses so far 
this year by .months, compared with the 
losses _ the corresponding morths of 1906:

The figures given in the report for May and 
June, 1907, are estimated. The members of 
the committee believe, however, that these 
figures are approximately correct. 

“ The big increage over the corresponding 
months of last year is the aftermath of the 
‘two-platoon’ agitation during the Dunne 
administration,” said C. N. Bishop, chairman 
of the committee. “ It cannot be attributed to 
any other cause than the resultant disorgan- 
ized condition of the department due to agita- 
tion and lack of discipline. We are assured, 
however, that from now on the efficiency of 
the department will be maintained by Chief 
Horan.” 


Packers’ Policies Are Cancelled. 

Following the cancellation of the policies 
on the packing plant of Libby, McNeill & 
Libby by fire insurance companies, it was 
rumored among insurance men during the 
day that similar action may be taken against 
other stockyards concerns. 

The cancellations of the Libby, McNeill 
& Libby policies followed the receipt of 
a “confidential ’’’ report by the various com- 
panies from the Western Adjustment com- 
pany. In the report it is alleged that the 
packers attempted to conceal policies to the 
amount of $150,500 in the Interstate Insur- 
ance exchange, an organization controlled 
largely by Swift & Co. 

Had the concealment been successful, the 
loss to the insurance companies, it was said, 
would have been at least $55,000 more than 
the figure agreed upon in the final settle- 
ment of the loss. The final settlement was 
made upon a basis of $302,000 insurance and 
the loss was adjusted at $183,000. 

The packing concern also is charged with 
concealing and disposing of a large amount 
of salvage which would have figured in the 
adjustment. The packers first gave out 
figures valuing the salvage at $27,000. Suc- 
cessive bids boosted the figures up to $54,000 
and finally it was sold to the Samuel Gans 
company for $58,000.

ITALIAN MAKES RECORD RUN IN 
FRENCH GRAND PRIX RACE. 


Contestant Who Entered Lists So Late 
(He Had to Pay Double Regular 
Fee Covers 478 Miles in @ Hours 
(46 Minutes and 33 Seconds—French 
Disappointment at Result Seftened 
by Performance of Cara Made in 
Republic.

DIEPPE, France, July 2.—Felice Nas- 
zaro, who entered the contest at the last 
minute, at double the regular entry fee, to- 
day won the 478 mile contest for the grand 
prix of the Automobile club of France in 
6 hours 46 minutes 83 seconds, driving an 
Italian F. I. A. T. racer of practically the 
same type as the one hedrove last fall.in the 
struggle for the Vanderbilt cup in America. 

Nagzaro averaged more than seventy miles 
anhour. Frangois Szisz, the hope of France, 
because he won the two day race for the 
grand prix last year over the Sarthe cir- 
cuit, finished second with a Renault car in 
6 hours 53 minutes 10% secofds. ~ 

The race for smaller cars for the cup 
offered by the sporting commission of the 
Automobile club of France was won by De 
Langhe Foucault in a Darracq in 5 hours 
18 minutes 255; seconds, the distance being 
286.8 miles. 

For the grand prix the competing cars 
were limited to 6.6 gallons of fuel per 2.1 
miles, and in the contest for the smaller cars 
the allowance was 3.3 gallons of fuel per 
62.1 miles. 

Frenchmen Are Disappointed. 

The result was a bitter disappointment to 
the multitude of Frenchmen who had jour- 
neyed to the seashore district to watch the 
race in the hope of witnessing the triumph 
of one of their countrymen, as there Were 
twenty-four French cars entered out of a 
total of thirty-eight in the contest. 

To those Interested in the French industr- 
the only source of joy lay in the fact that c. 
the first dozen to complete the race for the 
entire distance there were ten machines from 
French factories. 

To be sure, the French leader, in a Darracg, 
won the cup for the smaller cars, but in that 
contest there Was neither rivairy of nations 
nor the interest that attended the greater 
struggle. 

Duray, the winner of the Circuit des Ar- 
dennties race last year in fast time, today made 
the fastest time on the first round of the cir- 
cult, completing it in 40 minutes. Duray 
drove his Lorraine-Dietrich in fine style up 
to the end of the eighth round and looked a 
sure victor, as he had completed his eight 
rounds in 5 hours 33 mimutes 35 seconds. A 
broken bearing in ane of his wheels gave ouhk 
on the next round and forced the blonddriver 
to relinquish the race. 

American Meets Misfortune. 

George Heath, the transplanted American, 
who captured the first Vanderbilt cup race 
for France with a Panhard, met with mis- 
fortune. After completing his first round in 
52:23 he had.to retire, as his car broke down. 

Walter Christie, the only American driver 
of an American car, broke a valve, which 
prevented his front wheel direct driven racer 
from showing what it was capable of.

On the 
day for the assassination they turned on him 
and killed him, carrying out the sentence of 
death passed on him.

Denies It Is a Common Carrier. 


These suits will afford a means of testing 
the validity of that section in the. new rate 
law which states that the word common car- 
rier shall be understood te include express 
and sleeping car companies. In ite answer 
the United States Express company. denies 
it ie a common carrier, as it owns no means 
of. conveyance except its wagons, and ts 
dependant om the railways. The other com- 
panies do not deny they are common carriers, 
but declare they may exchange frank books 
with. the officiale of other companies by vir- 
tue of that provision permitting railroads to 
iesué passes to their employés or the em- 
ployés of other roads 

Under the governmental] interpretation of 
the law.a stricter sense is given to the word 
*‘pags,”’ and it is applied only to the trana- 


i portation of a person, while a frank is for 


the. traneportation of property. It is held 
that the section prohibiting the transporta- 
tion of property at. less than the tariff rates 
covers the government case. 


Companies Have Recognized Law. 


In the petitions it is first stated that the 
express companies are common carriers; 
that the companies have taken notice of this 
fact by complying with the Jaw-in filing 
printed tariffs and keeping their s¢hedules 
of rates open for public inspection. It is then 
set forth that since the first of the year, 
when the law went into effect, the companies 
have iasued frank books to the following: 

To their own officers, agents, and attorneys- 
at-law, and to the families of these. 

To the officers and employés and their 
families of other express companies. 

To the officers and employés and their 
familiés of the various railroads and trans 
portation companies. 

The transportation of property under these 
franks is declared to-constitute the granting 
of a concession im violation of the law. It is 
also held to be undue and unreasonable pref- 
erence and the transportation of property at 
less than the tariff rates.

BID FOR WEST PARK BONDS. 


Harris Trust and Savings Bank Makes 
Offer for $950,000 of the 
$1,000,000 Issue. 


A bid for $950,000 of: the $1,000,000 bonds 
for the improvement and maintenance of 
west side parks was received yesterday by 
the west park board from the Harris Trust 
and Savings bank of Chicago.

Burns: Looks to Future. 

Aside from the question of ratgs, the com- 
mittee was informed that a serious mistake 
was being made in not providing against 
a recurrence of exactly similar conditions 
when the remewal of a telephone franchige 
should be under consideration twenty years 
from now. Allen T. Burns, representing the 
West Side Commercial association, called 
attention to the defect in the ordinance, in 
that it does not provide for the surrender of 
the company's property, at a fair price, in, 
case the city at t end of twenty years 
wishes to. consider the propositions of an- 
other company, 

An attempt to have the ordinance amended 
to provide for this had been made by the 
minority on the committee but defeated. 

“In twenty years you will be exactly in 
the position in- which you are now,’ said 
Mr. Burns. ‘‘Now you are unable to con- 
sider the proposals of any other company be- 
cause no other company has the equipment, 
By rejecting this amendment you, in reality, 
are granting a forty year franchise to the 
telephone company. You are not able to 
consider the proposition of another com- 
pany now. You will not be able then: The 
Chieago Telephone company has and will 
have the only equipment in the city for the 
operation of a telephone system, and ‘there 
pebened no way in which it can be dispos- 
” ing 


Ask for Flat Rate. 

The Chicago Medical society, presented. a 
resolution agking that a flat rate: be main- 
tained for business and residence purposes, 
or, in cage measured rates were allowed, 
that a maximum chargd bejfixed, asking also 
that the time limit for local calls be made 
five minutes ingtead of three, and that meters 
be installed on the subscriber's premises.

Bir James Kitson, who has just been raised 
to the peerage, is one of the greatest iron- 
-masters of the united kingdom, a farmer lord 
‘mayor of Leeds, and &@ great employer of 
labor, who has never had any trouble with 
hia many thousands of men, numbers of whom 
have been with him thirty and forty years, 
He ie a frequent visitor to this country, 
spends much of his time in New York, and 
will be recalied in connection with one of the 
principal causes célébres ‘in the last quarter 
ofacentury. The defendant in the case was 
Dr. Playfair, brother of the late Lord Play- 
fair, and married to Sir James Kitson’s sister. 


| The plaintiff in the casé was Mrs. Arthur 


Kitson, wife of| a younger brother of Bir 
James, and she-claimed that the doctor, 
while attending upon her in the capacity of 
a physician, had betrayed professional se- 
corets to his own wife, and to Bir James, which 
had the effect of causing the latter to stop 
the allowance which he had been making to 
his sister-in-law, and which had led Mrs. 
Playfair and the other ladies of the Kitson 
family to stop all further intercourse with 
her. 

Public opinion was much aividea about the 
merits of the case, which attracted an enor- 
mous amount of attention; but the consen- 
sus of opinion, both in society and among 
the -medical profession, was to the effect 
that if ever there had been an instance where 
a physician had been warranted in com- 
municating information obtained tn a pro- 
fessional manner to his own relations, who 
were likewise the kinsfolk of the patient, 
it wae in this particular instance, especially 
as Dr. Playfair was looking after Mrs. Ar- 
thur Kitson; not as a paying patient, but as 
a member of the family who could not afford 
to give any fee, 
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The daily newspapers of London, however, 
took a contrary view, embarked on a species 
of crusade against Dr. Playfair, the favorite 
accoucheur of the reigning house, and so 
influenced the jury that the latter brought in 
a verdict of $60,000 against him. Appeal 
was taken against thie decision, and while 
the matter was still under consideration, 
Arthur Kitson, husband of the plaintiff, 
brought sult against his brother, Sir James, 
to upset the will of their father. 

Sir James, who was deeply distressed by 
the scandal resulting from the suit against 
Dr. Playfair, effected a compromise, accord- 
ing to the terme of which he settled an al- 
lowance, it is said, of §7,500 upon his younger 
brother and his wife, who in consideration 
thereof withdrew the opposition to the ap- 
peal of Dr. Playfair, and allowed the judg- 
ment of $60,000 to be reversed, without 
protest. Thanks to this action on the part 
of Sir James, Dr. Playfair did not have to 
pay any damages, or even the costs of the 
case, those on both sides being defrayed by 
Sir James for the sake of making an end 
to the whole matter.

Taft Works for Army Good.

The secretary promptly made 
it clear to the rs that sum-

enses.

Low Pay Cause of Trouble. 

Gen. Bell explained his remark the other 
day by saying that inadequate pay was one 
of the things from which the army especially 
is suffering. At the instance of Secretary 
Taft, there has been prepared at the de- 
partment a bill for increasing the pay of 
officers and men, the increase ranging from 
10 per cent in the higher grades to 25 per 
cent for enlisted men. That the enactment 
of this measure would have a potent effect 
on the army fs shown by the large number 
of applications the coast artillery is receiv- 
ing from men in the infantry and cavalry 
arms to be allowed to’ enter that branch of 
the service. 

The new artillery reorganization law pro- 
vides for high pay in certain details for 
enlisted men. It is believed that if con- 
gress should establish the same pay table 
for the infantry and cavalry the men in 
those arms would be willing to again enlist. 

Farmers, especially in the northwest, are 
paying four and five times as much for labor 
as the army privates receive. As farm 
hands men have freedom, can get a glass of 
beer when they want it, and have plenty 


to eat. 
The army ration is onnathane, so far as 


quality is concerned, and containe the number 


of calories which, according to scientific 
analysis, is necessary to sustain life. But 
it has not that “ filling’ quality which sci- 
ence has failed to take into account, and 
the men parsers aye become dissatisfied. 


Other Grounds is of Complaint. 

Moreover, thete is dissatisfaction over the 
excessive practice marches, heavy equip- 
ment, and the treatment frequently suffered 
at the hands of the officers, 

The great complaint the officers make 
arises out of the small pay. Allied with this 
objection is the slowness of promotion. The 
pay of the commissioned force has not been 
changed in more than thirty years. The cost 
of living has increased s0 that the purchas- 
ing power of an officer’s salary is not as 
great as it was in the old days. 

A proposition was submitted to congress 
at the last session for a uniform increase of 
20 per cent in the pay of the officers and men 
of the army, navy, @nd marine corps. The 
measure failed of enactment, 

The bill which will be submitted at. the 
next session provides for an inerease, which, 
it is believed, will appeal to the country. 
Should it be passed much of the dissatisfac- 
tion which now prevails will disappear. 

But there is also an insistent demand for 
more officers, in part because the service 
requires them, and also because an increase 
would mean immediate promotion. The fn- 
fantry has drafted.a bill increasing the num- 
ber of regiments from thirty to fifty. The

Furniture in Convenient Place. 

It will be found thet ff furniture is put tn 
certain places for some specific reason the 
effect is generally good.
